Dove Season 
Opens Tuesday 


PORTERVILLE, August 27 — 
“Plenty of birds” is the present 
report in anticipation of the open- 
ing of dove season next Tuesday 
morning, with the usual influx of 
southern California hunters pos- 
sibly below normal since the sea- 
son opens near mid-week.

KIDS WILL DRIVE QUARTER MIDGETS 
IN STATE CHAMPIONSHIP RACING MEET 


TULARE, Aug. 27 — The Tu-, 
lare County Fair, September 22 to 
27, inclusive, has been selected to 
stage the first California State 
Quarter Midget Auto Race meet in 
history. 

This announcement was made 
from the office of, A. J. Elliott, 
secretary - manager of the Fair, 
this week. 

This meet, which will combine 
all the thrills of big car racing 
with such strong safety rules that 
there never has been a serious ac- 
cident in the sport, will be held on 
the final night, Sunday, Septem- 
ber 27, of the Fajr, bringing to a 
roaring climax six big days of 
entertainment. 


More than 400 entries from all 
over California are expected for 
this first opportunity for boy and 
girl drivers, four to 12 years of 
age, to. compete for the quarter 
midget driving championship of 
California.

FINANCING 
IS STUDIED 


SACRAMENTO, Aug. 27—The 
Senate Fact Finding committee on 
Water has launched an intensive 
study into. crucial questions of 
state water policy, State Senator 
J. Howard Williams said this week. 


Senator Williams, a member of 
the committee, said the study is 
designed to determine what fur- 
ther directions the legislature 
should give to the Department of 
Water Resources in the financing 
and operation of the state water 
project. 

The 13-man committee met in 
Sacramento last Thursday and 
Friday under the chairmanship of 
Senator Stephen P. Teale (D), 
West Point. Testimony was taken 
from representatives of the fed- 
eral bureau of reclamation, the 
Water Resources department and 
of a county water district. 

“The legislature has passed a 
bill authorizing a statewide water 
project, which will go on the bal- 
lot in 1960,’ Senator Williams 
said. ‘The bill is basically con- 
cerned with financing the project 
through the sale of bonds and use 
of other funds. 

“Left for future consideration 
were policy questions which in- 
clude, for instance, provisions that 
might be set by the legislature for 
contracts with water and power 
users. The committee is interest- 
ed, too, in the allocation of costs 
among these users.’’ 

Water Resources Department 
officials emphasized that prices

The Tulare County Democratic Central Committee's endorsement 
of Charles Cummings, the city manager of Porterville, to receive the 
appointment to the post of couhty supervisor is an action which will 
not receive the whole-hearted support of taxpayers at large. 


In the first place, the post of county supervisor is supposed to be 
non-partisan, and for the Democratic committee to put the pressure 
on the Democratic governor to appoint a Democrat can only be con- 
strued as a means of circumventing the change in the law which took 
county offices out of partisan politics. 


In the second place, it is no secret to anyone in Porterville that 
Cummings, as city manager, has been a controversial figure, and he 
has given his resignation to a council which won by an overwhelming 
majority in the last city election over those who supported Mr. Cum- 
mings. A supervisor is a county official, and no matter what district 
he represents, the rest of the county has an interest in who holds the 
office. 

If Porterville must have a Democrat in the office, let him be se- 
lected from among several who are as competent and less controver- 
sial, even if less politically involved. Actually, party affiliation should 
make no difference, and the governor should ignore the central com- 
mittee in making the selection. 

Let him consult the Porterville city council and others in non- 
partisan public affairs before he makes his choice. Their impartial 
recommendations should bear more weight than that of the central 
committee which seeks to put politics into a nonpartisan office.

When — and it appears to be pretty much a foregone conclu- 
sion — Charles J. Cummings is appointed by Gov. Pat Brown to the 
boatd of supervisors, it should set the stage for some real fireworks for 
the 1960 election . . . it could wind up as a real political donnybrook. 

Cummings is a Democrat. He is being pushed for the job by 
Democrats . . . Of course, Rodgers Moore was a Democrat, but that 
was different. There was no partisan politics involved in his being on 
the board since he was elected by popular vote. What's more, Moore, 
who resigned unexpectedly recently, was the kind of county official 
who put county problems ahead of partisan political ones. Whether 
you had a "Dem" or a "Rep" after your name meant little to the Por- 
terville trucking operator. 

But things are different now. Witness some of the questions asked 
of Cummings at a Democrat central committee meeting last week at 
which he was tabbed as the choice for the post. 

Cummings not only was asked whether he is a good Democrat (he 
said yes) but, among others, whether he would support the party in its 
campaign to force County Clerk Claude Grant to let it register voters, 
something at which Grant has balked. On this point, Cummings also 
nodded in the affirmative... 

At least two, and probably more, members (of the Democrat cen- 
tral committee) were all for Sam Miller to get the endorsement. These 
were the powerful Mrs. Virginia Foran, and Ross Boyd, both former 
chairmen of the group. But apparently the matter was settled before 
hand because Miller didn't show up and Mrs. Foran seconded the nom- 
ination of Cummings. Boyd held out though — he reportedly was 
the only one who didn't vote, although Chairman Royce Delmatier an- 
nounced that the balloting was unanimous.

NEW FACILITIES WILL 


FOR COLLEGE OPENING; BUILDINGS 
ON CAMPUS TO BE USED TO CAPACITY 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 27—-Two 
new buildings on the Porterville 
College campus will be used to full 
capacity for the first time when 
school opens this fall, according 
to Director O.-H. Shires. 

The new health education build- 
ing will be in full operation with 
the opening of school on Septem- 
ber 8, and the new student coun- 
seling and personnel center is ex- 
pected to be completed for early 
occupancy. 

The new counseling center, on 
which construction was started in 
July, is strategically located at 
the rear of the administration 
building and is designed to house 
the offices for the dean of stu- 
dents, dean of instruction, dean 
of student activities, dean of wo- 
men, the registrar, a counseling 
library, a business services room, 
two separate counselor’s offices, 
and a conference room. 

Because Porterville College 
deans double as counselors, all of 
the rooms with the exception of 
the student finance office will be 
used for counseling, Shires said. 

The new center consists of two 
buildings, one on each side of a 
huge sycamore tree. Each wing 
consists of four rooms, each de- 
signed for a maximum use of space 
and easily available to students 
and staff members. 

‘Shires said that when the col- 
lege’s multi-purpose building is 
constructed, it is planned to move 
the student finance and business 
services office to a new location, 
leaving. the counseling center ex- 
clusively devoted to student per- 
sonnel services. 

All health education and sports 
equipment belonging to the col- 
lege has been transferred to the 
new health education building 
from the high school campus, | 
Shires said, so that a complete 
transfer of the physical education 
and sports program from the high 
school to the college campus may 
take effect as school gets under- 
way. The only shared building 
between the high school and col- 
lege for major sport use will be 
the district gymnasium on the 
high school campus, available for

The health classroom of the new 
building will accommodate up to 
70. students per class. New fold- 
ing arm chairs will make it pos- 
sible to convert the room quickly 
from a standard classroom to a 
recreation room, or a ‘“‘chalk talk’’ 
room for athletic teams, Shires 
said. 

Lockers are available for over 
600 students in what Shires de- 
scribed as ‘‘one of the most com- 
pact, yet usable shower-locker fa- 
cilities in the state.”” He added 
that ‘visitors are always impress- 
ed with the complete and efficient 
use of space in this new building.”

California State Legislature 

Owners of the quarter million 
or more motorboats now being op- 
erated in California’s far - flung 
recreational waters are affected by 
the new small boat safety and reg- 
istration law enacted at our 1959 
session. Worked out during 
months of intensive study and 
days of hearings by the Assembly 
Committee on Public Utilities and 
Corporations and the Senate Com- 
mittee on Natural Resources, the 
new act is expected to promote 
greater safety as well as greater 
uniformity in regulations covering 
small boat operations. 


The new safety provisions which 
are spelled out in the law, and the 
penalties for their violation, are 
already in effect. The state small 
craft harbors commission is given 
authority to adopt additional safe- 
ty regulations after public hearing 
as required by statute. The provi- 
sions which require registration 
and numbering of boats go into ef- 
fect April 1, 1960. 

For purposes of the act the word 
“vessel” is defined to include 
every kind of craft, except a sea- 
plane, which can be used for wa- 
ter transportation. ‘‘Motorboats’”’ 
are divided into four classes ac- 
cording to length, and the lights 
which must be carried by each 
class when under way between 
sunset and sunrise are specified 
for each class. All craft over six- 
teen feet are required to carry a 
whistle or other mechanical sound 


' producer. All over twenty-six feet 


must also carry a bell. 


Every vessel not documented by 
the U.S. Bureau of Customs must 
carry at least one life preserver, or 
other device prescribed by regula- 
tions of the state small craft com- 
mission, and every such vessel car- 
rying passengers for hire must 
carry one for each person. Fire 


| extinguishers, as required by com- 


mission regulations, must be car- 
ried and kept in working condi- 
tion. Flame arrestors for inboard 
engines using gasoline for fuel, 
and ventilating devices to remove 


explosive gases from bilges or fuel 
tanks must also be carried when 
regulations demand. The commis- 
sion is also permitted to modify its 
rules to keep them in conformity 
with federal law or Coast Guard 
regulations. 

The law permits any local agen- 
cy to adopt ordinances or rules re- 
lating to the operation or equip- 
ment of boats using waters within 
its territory, provided they do not 
conflict with the new law or regu- 
lations under it. The commission 
is also granted power to adopt spe- 
cial rules at the request of a local 
agency with only limited effect, 
and special rules covering waters 
in two or more jurisdictions where 
existing regulations conflict. 

The law contains strong provi- 
sions controlling water skiing, 
both for the boat operator and ski- 
er. Operation of a boat by anyone 
while under influence of liquor or 
narcotics, or use of water skis 
while in such condition, is pro- 
hibited. 

Reports of water accidents in- 
volving injury or death, or consid- 
erable property damage, must be

damage due to the negligent oper- 
ation of his craft, up to a maxi- . 
mum of $20,000 for injury or 
death, $10,000 for property dam- 
age. ‘ 

Penalties ranging from a $50 
fine or 5 days, up to $500 or 6 
months in a county jail, are pro- 
vided for violation of law or rules. 

Starting next April 1, every un- 
documented vessel, unless other- 
wise exempt, must be registered 
with the department of motor ve- 
hicles, and a $5 fee paid for as- 
signment of a number which must 
be lettered on the bow of the boat. 
The fee covers three years and 
may be renewed for $3.

If weed 
stands have been allowed to in- 
crease by earlier cuttings, then re- 
turning to the 1/10 bloom stage 
harvesting has been shown to re- 
duce such weediness sharply. 
Another practice that helps 
control weeds is to wait until from 
the tenth to twentieth day after 
harvest to irrigate. This assumes 
that the supply of moisture in the 
soil at harvest is at least fair. 
Weediness is also increased if a 
grower does not allow a field to 
go into winter dormancy with 
some cover. Pasturing in the late 
fall can bring on a serious weed 
problem the following year.

R. R. Reising, who has served 
as director of the evening college 
as well as principal of the high 
school’s adult education program, 
will serve as director of the eve- 
ning division of the college, Shires 
said. 

One of the new course offerings 
for the evening division will be 
in the field of agriculture. Shires 
said that the citizens’ committee 
on agricultural education is work- 
ing with college personnel to or- 
ganize short term agricultural 
courses for evening schedules. 
Fundamentals of diesel engines is 
one course planned, and other pos- 
sibilities include irrigation, soils, 
care and feeding of livestock, pest 
control, marketing, farm account- 
ing, row crop problems, citricul- 
ture, and farm economy. Ranchers 
and others interested in having 
courses started should contact the 
evening division to give their 
choices and ideas, Shires said. 

An innovation at the day level 
will be a short term psychology 
course for all entering students. 
The course, Psychology 6, is de- 
signed to help prepare students 
for successful college careers. In- 
cluded in the course will be units 
on study techniques, evaluation of 
abilities (including test interpre- 
tation), and general information 
about the services, organization 
and life of Porterville college. 

Shires said the Psychology 6 
course is scheduled for the first 
quarter, and will be followed by 
Community Safety 3, another re- 
quired course, during the second 
quarter. This course will meet 
state requirements for giving stu- 
dents instruction on first aid, fire 
and accident prevention, and civil 
defense. 

Shires said that the college has 
enjoyed close liaison with the 
four-year colleges and universi- 
ties so that courses for pre-profes- 
sional and other transfer pro- 
grams are closely coordinated 
without loss of credit or time by 
the student who attends a junior 
college. 

A full two-year program in al- 
most all areas of higher education 
is offered, in addition to a variety 
of terminal courses in business, 
industrial arts, electronics, home- 
making, and general education.

Change in the weather with 
lowering temperatures has worked 
magic in changing central Califor- 
nia fishing conditions, both for 
the warm water species and trout, 
especially wild trout. 


Two local state fish managers 
have just completed a careful sur- 
vey of fishing conditions on the 
south and middle forks of the 
Kings river and report wild trout 
fishing excellent. A good flow, 
good clear pools and lots of fish 


waiting for a fly to be offered. 


Purpose of this survey was to have 
first hand up to date knowledge of 
the fisheries on these two branch- 
es in order to properly protest an 
application for power develop- 
ment that would eliminate most 
of the natural river by putting the 
water through giant steel tubes 
for transportation to power hous- 
es.

Last threat 
to this excellent wild fisheries was 
in 1952.

NEW LIBRARY 
TO BE BUILT 
AT COLLEGE 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 27—Con- 
struction of a new library build- 
ing is planned as a major project 
on the Porterville College campus 
during the fall term. 

Director O. H. Shires said that 
“this vitally needed facility has 
been approved by the State Divi- 
sion of Architecture and is ready 
for bidding.”’ 

The design and details of the 
new structure are the result of 
three years of planning, with spe- 
cialists from other junior college 
libraries serving as consultants. 

The stack area will provide for 
over 17,000 volumes, and the read- 
ing room have seating for 100 
students per period. Other fea- 
tures include a listening area, 
with ear-phones, for students in 
music, language, English and 
business classes; a sound-proofed 
typewriting room; a small confer- 
room; an audio-visual in- 
struction equipment and materials 
center; and staff work-rooms. 

The building is to be located 
east of the present library, and is 
planned as the heart of the cam- 
pus instructional activity. The 
present library facility eventually 
will be converted for large class- 
room use, Shires said.

Mean Prostatic 
Enlargement 


KIDNEYS 
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Q. Please discuss the trouble 
older men have with frequent 
trips to the bathroom.

Medical treatment is 
sometimes successful in the early 
stages of benign prostatic en- 
largement but the condition may 
progress to a point where surgery 
is necessary.

RETAIL FOOD 
PRICES BELOW 
A YEAR AGO 


WASHINGTON, D.c., Aug. 27— 
The United States Department of 
Agriculture’s Agricultural Market- 
ing service reports that larger sup- 
plies are likely to continue to hold 
food prices at the grocery store 
below a year earlier this summer 
and early fall. 


An outstanding feature of the 
food situation the next several 
months is the prospect for heavy 
supplies of pork. Some increase 
over last year also is likely: for 
beef, lamb, eggs and turkey. 

Supplies of chicken may be 
down a little, though still plenti- 
ful. Commercial supplies of dairy 
products will be adequate to main- 
tain consumption at 1958 levels. 


Among the crops, somewhat 
more fresh fruits and vegetables 
will be available than last summer 
and fall. The supply of frozen 
concentrated orange juice will be 
substantially larger, but supplies 
of most other processed fruits and 
vegetables will be about the same. 


Food fats and oils and grain 
products will continue in plenti- 


ful supply. 

Food prices at retail during the 
first half of 1959 averaged lower 
than in the same period of 1958 in 
contrast: to slightly higher prices 
for other consumer goods. 


Prices of most food groups were 
down in the first half — meats, 
vegetables, fats and oils, eggs and 
beverages.
